Cohtinuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: It is agreed that Applicants have to file an RCE for the After-Final 
amendment filed 11/13/2006 to be entered. In addition, it is agreed that additional amendments are needed to further 
differentiate the invention over the prior art and place the case in condition for allowance. Specifically, the phrase 
"having a value defined by a transition between first and second states" taken from claim 4, will be added to line 4, 
after "plurality of bits" (claim 1); and the phrase "having a value defined by a transition between first and second states" 
taken from claim 1 1 , will be added to line 9, after "plurality of bits" (claim 6). Claims 13 and 16, as amended in the 
After-Final amendment, overcome the prior art.
